Councilman Fitzgerald asked for a 
macadam district embracing Fourth 
street from Lake to the city limits on* 
tile east. an-:l for a. paving district in- 
cluding Sierra street from Fourth tt. 
Ninth. 


Speaking on this head the coun- 


cilman produced figures, the result of 
his investigations, which showed thaf 
the cost of this paving to .the property 
•holder along its line would be $126 
for each SO foot frontage, and that 
the cost for gutters and crosswalks to 
the city would be §419 per block.

by reason of the car line which would 
occupy nine feet of the street.

Karl Hau. a brilliant young law pro- 
fessor of Washington, D. C., was con- 
demned to death'this morning after a 
5-days' trial for the murder of his

wealthy .resident of Baden-Baden, in 
that city on November 6. 


The prisoner hear-J the verdict of 


the jury with perfect composure and 
chatted smilingly with his counsel, 
after the judges withdrew, to fix his 
sentence. 
Upon, the return of the 


judges, Hau arose, and standing erect 
with folded arms, listened to the sen- 
tence without mo ving; a muscle. 
A 


moment later he was hurried away, to 
prison by half a dozen policemen. 


The sentence is unpopular with ^the 


streets crowds, which have been dem- 
onstrating ojienly for several days in 
Hau's favor and against the Molitor 
family. 


Crowds ItesentNYerclict. 


After the adjournment of court for 


an hour's recess, at 8 o'clock last 
evening, the women of the Molitor 
party were compelled to remain in 
one of the offices of the courthouse, 
because it was dangerous to appear 
in the streets. 
The carriages waited 


for .them in the courtyard, and it was 
several hours before- they were able 
to leave. Meanwhile, .enormous crowds 
.had assembled in the streets adjacent 
! to the courthouse. Cordons of police 
! kept the crowds in check for an hour 
or more, but then lost control of 
them, the masses pushing and crush- 
ing, forward to the- doors with the 
evident intention of storming the en- 
trance.

BLOODSHED OX COPPER ISLAND 


Several of the Czar's Soldiers Are 


Wounded by Sailors From Behind 


Kock Shelter. 


(By Associated Press Special Cable) 
^VICTORIA, JB^ C., July 22.—News 
was broug-ht'by the st2amfeF"Emp"ress 
of China of a fatal attempt by Japan- 
ese sealers to raid Copper ,island, 
where the Russian seal rookeries are 
located beyond the end of the Aleu- 
tian chain in the Xorth Pacific.

and operated the lost ship. The men wiio wrought the 
disaster have gone to their punishment; but those who 
are to blame for the insufficient life-saving equipment 
aboard the vessel are still reachable by the law.

Blames the Columbia. 


The Columbia, an iron vessel, bore 


the brunt of the impact and her iron 
plates cracked and a gash, seven feet 
across the forward hatch, allowed the 
water free ingress at a'great velocity. 


S.G. Peterson, a sailer aboard the 


Columbia, 'was' on watch on the fore- 
castle. He could see the lights of the 
San Pedro some hundred" yards away. 
He gave; notice of-this fact in a shout 
to his superiors on the bridge. What 
they did-he'--dogs-not know, but at any 
rate the' Columbia shot across the 
path of tha San Pedro. He says that 
signals were exchanged between'ves- 
sels, but there was hardly time enough 
to slacken speed or make sny prepa- 
ration to meet the. inevitable disaster.

Captain Doran was .regarded by the 


officials of the San Francisco company 
as one of the ablest seamen who ever 
operated a vessel on the coast.

career has been free from accidents, 
and this is the first disaster that has 
befallen . any vessel/over which .he- 
held command. He had been master 
of the Columbia for five years. 


Columbia Injured in Earthquake. 
The Columbia was a steel vessel of 


1,746
